Applicant argues a feature that is not cited in the claim " the advertisement is not played in its entirely, the server does not bill the 
advertiser". The claim recites : billing an advertiser only if the caller did not terminate playback of the advertisement, which does not 
execlude terminating playing of the advertisement prior to the beginning of playing an advertisement, as stated by Bayne in at least 
column 6, line 37-66 prompting the inmate whether he or she will hear an advertising message that is relevent to the inmate, and in fig 2A 
item 218, after playback of the first advertisement, the inmate is asked if he or she will hear another advetisement, thus giving the inmate 
an opportunity to terminate the playback of the advertisement. Bayne also discloses tracking the number of times the advertising 
messages are played, and billing an advertiser every time their advertisement is played. 
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
